Aſſeſſment for their meeting and — together, and to communicate unto them the Or- 
dinance paſled for the {peedy payment of fix moneths of the Afſel[ments Arreare upon the Or 
dinance of 60000. li. per menſemr,and to preſſe unto them the necelsity of the diſpatch of that ſer- 
vice, in order to the taking away of Free-Qyarter, and to let them know the great expectation 
that rhe Parliament hath of their diligence in that buſineſle. 


3 Youare to imploy your beſt labour and diligence at publike meetings with the Gentle- 
men and others of your County,to ſatisfie them of the neceſlity of the ſpeedy diſpatch of this bu- 
ſineſle, according to the times appointed by the Ordinance of Parliament ; and to let them know 
the eaſe and advantage that will accrue to their County by their ready payment of the aid ſix 
moneths Arreare ; and the inconvenience that will tall upon them, by the continuing or com- 
ming of Souldiers to Free-Quarter among them, if they do not ſpeedily pay the ſame. 


4 Youare with all convenient ſpeed to give accompt unto the Houle of your proceedings, 
and what obſtructions you ſhall meet withall in the carrying on of this worke, and what likeli- 
hood or aſſurance you ſhall have for the bringing in of the Money by the time appointed by the 
' Parliament, and that you returne the name or names of eyery perſon or perlons that you ſhall 
finde to be hinderers or oppolers of this important ſervice. 


£ You are to communicate theſe Inſtructions unto all ſuch Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons as you ſhall finde reſident or abiding in your County, and to the reſt of the Commiſzion- 
ers tor the 60000. li. Aﬀeſſment, and require them to act and joyne with you in the promoting | 
this work according to thele Inſtruftions, as in their and your wildons ſhall be thought flt. 


6. Youare togive notice to the Commiſiioners for the 60000. li. Ailefiment, that one ges 
nerall Receiver or Treaſurer is by order of Parliament by them to be appointed for the collefting 
and receiving of the whole Aſſeſſment of that County from the ColleQors and Sub-Collefors, 
with the allowance of one peny in the pound to be made unto him tor thecolleQing and paying 
in of the ſaid Money, which he 1s ſpeedily to endeavour to receive, and in his hands to keepe 
for the paying of the Souldiers to be there disbanded, according to ſuch direfions as he, or the 
Commitſioners ſhall receive from the Committee of the Army ; and what ſhall then remaine, to 
pay unto the Treaſurers at Warre at Guzld-Hall London, by whom the faid peny in the pound is 
to be allowed unto him. | 


Laſtly, When Orders ſhall come from the Generall todisband any of the Supernumerary 
Forces withinyour County , You are to affiſt that ſervice, and take care that the Accompts of the 
Officers and Sould igrs {o to\be disbanded be audited and made up by the Commiſſioners, accord- 
ing toan Ordinance of Parhiament in that behalfe. |
